civilization of the Chippewa Indians in 
the

gives 
us some interesting points in oonneotion 
with the working of that commission. It 
is one of the most important Indian ccm 
missions ever organizsd by an act of 
congress, and a brief outline of its work 
will not fail to be of special interest. 
There are ten distinct tribes of the 
Chippewas, and many sub'divisions of 
tribes and the population i=» somewhere in 
the neighborhood^! 8 OOO. The work of the 
commission is to take a proper census of 
the tribes by securing the names of all 
persons connected therewith. This is a 
yery difficult piece of work because the 
tribes and snb-divisions are greatly scat­ 
tered, and there is likewise much annoy­ 
ance 
and 
delay 
in obtaining the 
correct 
names 
in 
writing 
of 
a1* 
the members of the various tribes. It 
w.U be necessary to secure the consent 
of two-thirds of all the male adults of 
the Chippewas to bind a relinquishment 
of all their lands to the government o< 
the United States. Some four million 
acres of the Chippewa reservation were 
relinquished in July, and there is some­ 
thing like one million acres more to be 
transferred to the government. 
The importance of this relinquishment 
of the Chippewa reservation to the United 
States will be readily seen when it is 
known that in it is one belt of timber 
about 200 miles long and some 40 miles 
wide, in which an ex 
was never 
heard. 
There are no more valuable 
pine lands in all the northwest than those 
which belong to the Chippewa .reserva­ 
tion. The other lands ere excellent for 
agricultural purposes, and being supplied 
with livers and lakes will make them all 
the more valuable for farms.9] 
The work of the commission must of 
necessity advance slowly for the reason 
already given—that of the tribes being 
greatly scattered, and a correct census 
being required by the government. 
To 
reach certain bands of the tribes it is 
necessary to travel hundreds of miles, 
sometimes by wagon and other times by 
canoe.

Whether this difficult and 
perilous trip shall be made this fall de­ 
pends upon the orders from the secretary 
of the interior. 
When this cession and relinguishment 
of the Indian title to all these lands 
have been made through the agency of 
the Chippewa commission, the land will 
be surveyed the same as other public 
lands, and will then be put upon the 
market. 
The pine lands shall be thor­ 
oughly examined, and their value shall 
be based npon an estimate made by com 
potent persons, which shall not be less 
than S3 per 1000 feet board measure. 
T be money securing from the disposal 
of the lands shall be place! in the treas­ 
ury of the United States to the oredit of 
the Chippewa Indians in 
Minnesota 
which shall draw an annual rate of in­ 
terest of five per cent, payable annually 
for the period of fifty years. The law 
then provides:— 
That congress may, in its discretion, 
from time to time, during the said period 
of fifty years, appropriate, for the pur­ 
pose of piomotiog civilization aud self- 
support among the said Indians, a por­ 
tion of 
said principal sam , not ex­ 
ceeding five per oentam thereof. The

said the aum of ninety thousand dollars 
annually, counting from the time when 
the'jremov&l and allotments provided for 
in this sot ehali have been made, until 
each time bb said permanent fund, ex 
elusive of the deductions hereinbefore 
provided for, shall equal or exceed the 
aum ofjthree million dollars, less any 
aotual interest that may in the meantime 
accrue from accumulations of said per­ 
manent fund; the payments of such in­ 
terest to be made yearly rn advance, and 
in the discretion of the secretary of the 
interior, may as to tbree-fonrtbs thereof, 
during the first five years be expended 
in procuring live stock, team?, farm­ 
ing implements, and seed for such of 
the Indians to the extent of their shares 
as are fit and desire to engage in farming, 
but as to the rest, in CBsb; and when­ 
ever t aid permanent fund shall exceed 
the sum of three million dollars the 
United States shall I e fully reimbursed 
out of such execs*, for all the advances 
id interest made as herein contemplated 
and other expenses hereunder. 
One can see from this brief aejonnt of 
the duties of the commission what im­ 
portant results may come therefrom. 
Tho commission consists of three mem­ 
bers, bot so far tx-Governor Rice, of 
Minnesota, and Dr. Whiting have done 
the work. The doctor is the disbursing 
agent for the commission, a position 
which has attached to it very great re- 
Bponaibilities.*

House Shadowed.

F or T hat B e |fo n t 6 irl Makes a Practice 
of Stealing Horses. 
At Parkersburg, W. Va., recently 
occurred the trial of a 17-year-old girl 
named E tta Robinson, whose life for 
the past six months ha9 been full of 
sensations, 
The charge against her 
was horse-stealing, and the circum­ 
stances of the crime are very romantic. 
Six months ago she was visiting') her 
brother, a farm hand of Thomas Hand­ 
ley, the latter being a wealthy real- 
estate owner. 
On© morning Etta was 
missing and so was a fine horse. After 
a search of some days the horse was 
found in the girl’s possession, 
While 
her captors were debating what to do 
with her Etta dashed into the Ohio 
river, still on horseback, and endeav­ 
ored to swim across. 
She was again 
captured and placed in jail, but broke 
out and returned to her brother. 
Mr. 
Handley took pityjon her youth and re­ 
fused to prosecute, A short time after 
another horse was missing, which was 
tracked to the Kenawha river and later 
found on the other side in possession of 
Etta. 
A second time her youth pro­ 
tected her from prosecution. Six weeks 
later she stole a horse from Lewis Los- 
ley, was pursued across the Ohio, cap­ 
tured and brought back to the Putnam 
county jail, where she was confined 
several weeks, when, gaining the con­ 
fidence of the jailer, she escaped, stole 
his horse and fled. 
She was again 
captured with the horse in her posses­ 
sion. 
The young adventuress only 
steals from motives of excitement. Her 
youth, beauty and general excellence 
in many ways have created a sympathy 
in her favor, and some of the most 
prominent citizens of Putnam county 
are interesting themselves in securing 
her release. 


SOLDIER AND CHRISTIAN. 


A M inister in th e Hanks Who Would 
Not Shoot. 
There is a member of Company I ol 
the Forty-first Georgia regiment living 
in this county, says the Heralson, Ga 
Banner, who was in every battle fought 
by his regiment, in every skirmish in 
which his company engaged in, in 
every charge made by his command, 
and did not fire a gun. 
He was then, 
and is now, a minister of the gospel, 
He did not believe in killing men, and 
frequently charged the enemy with a 
yell, saw his comrades fall by his side, 
and whether routing the Union soldiers 
or being routed he would not shoot. 
He was always ready for duty—stood 
guard, remained at the picket post, 
and obeyed implicitly every command 
of his superior officers except to draw 
cartridges, load his gun and shoot. At 
New Hope church, on the retreat from 
Dalton, several rounds of cartridges 
wero issued to the soldiers, and he took 
one, and a short time afterward he was 
struck by a spent ball, but not hurt. 
This remarkable man is a successful 
farmer and a splendid Bible Christian 
preacher, and is named Zachariah P. 
Hardigreo. 


Chicago, O ct 17.— Henry L. Stoltenburg, 
the stenographer and private secretary of 
Alexander Sullivan, has been put under 
arrest by the prosecution in the Cronin 
case. 
Some dozen newspaper men were gath­ 
ered together in the outer office of the 
State’s Attorney telling each other what 
they knew about Cronin and his murder 
when an unused door at the other^ side of 
the room opened. 
It needed but a glance 
to recognize Stoltenberg and two officers. 
There was a t once a rush toward the in­ 
comers, who made a strategic retreat to the 
offices across the hall. 
They were a little 
bit too late, however, and, a few minutes 
later, it was acknowledged openly that 
Stoltenberg was under arrest. 
The connection of this man with Alex­ 
ander Sullivan was too apparent to be 
missed by the crowd, and inquiry was rife 
as to what the next step would be. 
Under 
the circumstances rum or took up the an­ 
swer and the most sensational arrests were 
promised. 
The names of some of the most 
prominent Irishmen of the city weife pro­ 
nounced openly as the next fish to be found 
in the net of the State, but as the day wore 
away and the night came on and nothing 
was done it was very evident that this was 
a mistake. 
Just what Stoltenburg was wanted for 
nobody, save the State’s counsel knows for 
a certainty, but there are two theories 
offered to account for his presence in the 
Criminal court building. 
One of these is 
that a connection has been established be­ 
tween him and “Johnny” Graham, 
now 
under indictment for ju ry -bribing. 
The 
other theory is th at Stoltenburg has been 
identified as the man who sent the tele­ 
gram to Martin Burke’s attorneys in W in­ 
nipeg, advising as to the preparations to 
be made for Burke’s return to Chicago. 
The 
probability upon which the best 
workers are proceeding is that there is 
some truth in both these statements and 
that Stoltenberg will have to explain his 
connection with both of those episodes in 
the Cronin case. 
Another sensation was caused by the an­ 
nouncement th at Thomas {Cavanaugh had 
called at the office of Alexander Sullivan. 
A reporter visited Mr. Sullivan to learn 
whether or not this was true: 
“ I have nothing to say,” Mr. Sullivan 
said, “save th at Mr. Kavanaugh was a t 
my office. 
Our firm has been for a long 
time his legal advisor and he was to see us 
on legal business. 
If there is anything 
suspicious in th at you have the fact. 
He 
certainly was a t our office this after­ 
noon.” 
On no other phase of the case would Mr. 
Sullivan express himself. 
Cant. 
Schuttler received orders last 
night to detail a special officer to watch 
Alexander Sullivan’s residence a t 
878 
Oak street. 
The reason for this order 
could not be ascertained, nor by whom it 
was issued. 
Officer H yatt of the central 
detail was assigned this duty. 
H yatt has 
done considerable work on tho Cronin case 
and has been especially active of late in 
unearthing the attem pted ju ry bribing. 
Officer H yatt went on duty last night 
with specific instructions from his chief. 
W hat these instructions wero could not be 
learned except in a general way. 
Mr. 
Sullivan was not to be allowed to leave 
the city, and an attem pt to do so should 
be authority for taking him Into tem por­ 
ary custody. 
It is said th at John Graham and Alex­ 
ander Sullivan have recently been in 
frequent conference. 
Graham went to 
Sullivan’s office 
and 
Sullivan visited 
Graham’s office. 
The lawyers for the prosecution say 
th at they have no doubt that Mr. A. S. 
Trude knew nothing of the operations of 
his clerk, and exhonerato him from any 
complicity in them.

A Sensation Caused bv the Statem ent of 
Dr. Griffiths. 
New Y ork, Oct. 17.—The principal bus­ 
iness of the second day s 'proceedings of 
the American Board of Foreign Missions 
was the reading of special papers from the 
prudential committee. 
Dr. Tyler, a recently returned missionary ! 
from southeastern Africa, spoke of the 
work among the Zulus, and Dr. N. G. 
Clark, 
D. 
D., read 
a paper entitled 
“ Twenty Years in Jap an .” 
The outlook 
in Japan, he said, was very encouraging. 
Buddhism and Confucianism had broken 
down. 
At the afternoon session the report of 
the committee of fifteen was taken up 
upon tho subjects of closer relation be­ 
tween the board and the church and of the 
election of corporate members. 
It was 
presented by Mr. E. W. Blatchford. 
He 
said that the committee had received from 
ministers, professors, and others replies to 
their circular in which 325 advocated a 
change, 206 opposed, and 36 expressed no 
opinion.

was a notorious fact, he said, that the ex­ 
amination of the board for candidates 
was simply a secret tribunal, which m ight 
completely ostracize a man and utterly 
ruin him by asking questions which they 
well knew he could not answer to his own 
heart. 
Such an act on the part of the 
board killed any enthusiasm which candi­ 
dates m ight have for their work. 
If any 
man or woman appeared before the board 
and did not pass a satisfactory exam ina­ 
tion he or she was branded as a heretic. 
Such things were not consistent with the 
work of the board as a Christian body, 
and the speaker prayed God th at the 
proposed changes m ight be made and that 
the present committee m ight be retained 
to do so. 
Dr. Griffiths was applauded, and when 
the excitement began to subside the Rev. 
W. W. 
Meredith startled everybody by 
saying: 
“ lf this is not a Congregational 
foreign missionary society let us form one; 
that is, 
just as soon as we can start the 
wheels in motion. 
As a pastor, I want 
recognition. 
I cannot understand why it 
is that when any business is transacted by 
this board the chairman turns his back on 
me. 
The quicker this question is settled 
the better it will be. ’’ 
It was decided to keep the committee 
another year.

Admission of the D akotas and W ashing­ 
ton Soon to Be Announced. 
W ashington, O ct 17.—The belief is 
general in W ashington th at 
President 
Harrison is about to issue his proclam a­ 
tion adm itting the Dakotas aad W ashing­ 
ton to Statehood, om itting Montana be­ 
cause of the inability of the Territorial 
officers to certify the election to the Presi­ 
dent as required by law. 
A t the W hite 
House it is said th at the proclamation, al­ 
though it has been prepared a t the State 
departm ent, 
has been laid before 
the 
President and that the delay is due to the 
contention in Montana. 
The President 
has made no statem ent as to what he in­ 
tended to do, but in official circles the 
impression prevails th at the proclam ation 
will soon issue witU6ut Montana unless 
the result of the election there is very 
soon determined. 
There are good reasons why tho States 
of North and South Dakota and W ashing­ 
ton should be adm itted into the Union at 
once. 
The finances of these States are 
low and the Legislatures will be imme­ 
diately ctfiled upon to make appropria­ 
tions. 
The law authorizing the admission 
of the four States provides that the Legis­ 
latures may meet before the States are ad­ 
mitted, elect United States Senators and 
certify them to the President.

Mellette of South Dakota 
has been inaugurated as Governor of th at 
Stato he has not relinquished his Federal 
powers as Governor of the two Dakotas, 
and he will continuo to represent the 
government and draw his salary until the 
President has issued his proclamation and 
he has taken the oath as Governor of the 
State of South Dakota.

How It Mop Bo Done by Am ateur Btu* 
dent* of (he Camera. 
At a recent meeting of the English 
Photograph club Mr. W. Marriott, fel­ 
low of the Royal Meteorological society, 
was requested to draw up instructions 
for taking photographs of lightning. 
The following brief rules are offered: I. 
The camera should be focused during 
the daytime to some distant object and 
a mark made on the camera, 
so that 
at night it may be quickly adjusted 
when a storm is approaching. 
2. A 
rapid rectilinear lens, with full aper­ 
ture, should be used. 
3. The camera 
should be directed to the part of the 
sky where the lightning is most likely 
to occur. 
4. Tho camera should be 
firmly screwed to tho tripod stand.

It may be necessary to tilt tho camera 
slightly, especially if the lightning be 
mostly in the zenith; if this be done a 
note should be made of the amount of 
inclination.

Indian and Chinese Superstitions 
| the Venomous Snake. 
Some very interesting facts have 
been brought to general notice on the 
alleged avenging habit of the cobra 
in India and Chinese folk lore. 
The 
belief in India is that a wounded cobra 
which escapes will sooner or later 
revenge itself on the man who has 
caused the injury, wherever he may 
go or whatever he may do. 
This be­ 
lief is also deeply rooted in Indo­ 
china and China itself as well as in 
India. 
In China there is also a strong 
prejudice against killing a cobra, 
lest 
its spirit should haunt the slayer ever 
after. £ I n that country cobras are, 
therefore, shunned rather than pursued 
and attacked. 
Popular stories of the dire con­ 
sequences of slaying them keep up the 
superstition. 
A high official who had 
killed one died soon afterward of some 
mysterious disease, and the death was, 
of course, attributed to the slain snakes 
The spirit of the snake is, furthermore, 
supposed to enter into possession of it, 
slayer and employ the vocal organs of 
the latter in uttering imprecations on 
himself until death mercifully removes 
him. 
The marvel is that any snakes at a11* 
are killed in China, so many dreadful 
punishments are supposed to overtake 
their destroyers, and it is considered 
a work well meriting favor, here and 
hereafter, to purchase captured snakes 
and liberate 
them. 
Nevertheless, 
poisonous snakes are not numerous in 
China, probably because their presence 
is inconvenient to Chinese farmers, and 
they are therefore destroyed, folk lore 
notwithstanding. 


A NOVEL ROAD. 


Switzerland Proposes a H anging H ighw ay 
Over the M ountains. 
The cantonal authorities of the dis­ 
tricts around Mount Pilatus have under 
consideration a proposal for the con­ 
struction of a novel kind of road which 
has been submitted to them by M. 
Leonardo Torres of Santander through 
the central government at Berne. This 
road would connect the so-called Ober 
haupt, or highest point of Pilatus, with 
the Klimenshorn. 
The object would 
be to make the ascent of the mountain 
easier on the northern side and to 
shorten the ascent for tourists coming 
from HergiswyL 
The ^difference in 
level between the two points is set down 
at 194 meters; the distance between 
them at 465 meters. 
The road appar 
ratus (for such it must be called) would 
consist of six wire cables, quite inde­ 
pendent of one another, on which six 
light pulley wheels 
will move, and 
from these wheels a small omnibus 
capable of carrying eight persons will 
hang. 
The omnibus will be drawn by 
a rope attached to a steam engine to be 
placed on th e Oberhaupt, near the 
Bellevue hotel.
